“UST AT NOON THE EDICT WENT, 
INTO EFFECT. 


Specific Information, Supposed to Be 
Authority From the “Seat of 
Grace,’’ to Continue Rebellious, 

Promised To-Night. 


Seven ..undred Irish members of St. Pat- 
rick’s Parish, East St. Louts, wére excom- 
municated at noon Wednesday, by order of 
Bishop Janssen, for failure to submit to 
ecclesiastical authority. 

The parishioners received notice of their 
condemnation with a firm determination to 
resist to the bitter end the attempt of the 
bishop to put over them a priest they do not 


Want. 
The scene at the church when the hour 


of noon that marked the Rishop's ultima- 
tum arrived, was an impressive one. 

Five hundred parishioners and as many 
Outsiders were gathered about the church. 

The male parishioners were armed wiih 
revoivers and clubs, and were prepared to 
resist the expected attempt of Bishop Jans- 
Fen to enter the church premises’ with 
Father Cluse and other prieate. 

Tre Bishop did not come; and after wait- 
ing twenty minutes the crcewd dispersed, 
leaving a ruard about the church. 

Mefore they dispersed the parishioners 
Were told to meet again at 8:30 o'clock 
Wednesday nicht, when they will be givei 
epecific information touching their future 
course, 

This Information, tt ts declared, is that the 
f0-called “‘rebels"’ have all the time been 
in communication with the throne of grace, 
which means Mer. Martinelli, the papal 
aublegate at Washington. 

A member of the parish has 
Washington. Tuesday a telegram 
ceived from the source of authority 
East which read: 

“Hold fast. Disragard the excommunica- 
tion.”’ 

Wednesday morning a letter was received 
by the committee, in which this advice was 
repeated, and it was said that every Irish 
bishop and priest in the world would stand | 
by the parishioners. 

This word from so high a source has 
made the parlfehioners the more determined, 

Since early morning the stars and stripes 
and the green flag of Ireland have floated 
from the flagstaff of the church, 

The [Irish flag was sent to Father Downey 
from Ireland. 

The parishioners began gathering at 10:39 
o'clock. 

By 11:30 o'clock fully 500 parishioners and 
as many more outsiders had gathered. 

They were terribly determined. There 
Was no jollity. Every man's face was fixed 
grimly. 

Half the men carried firearms and the 
other half were armed with heavy clubs. 

lt was expected that the Bishop and his 
priests would attempt to enter the church 
at 12 o'clock. It was the intention of the 
parishioners, freely expressed, to prevent 
their entrance, and by force if necessary. 

Juet before 12 o'clock the church bell wag 
rung as no Catholic church bell was ever 
rung before. Its deep, continuous clanging 
apoke the word of alarm to the parishion- 
ers, who were hurrying to the church, 
Scouts had been sent out for blocks around 
to give warning of the approach of the 
Bishop. 

Young men and boys had been supplied 
with rotten eggs, with which they were to 
pelt the Intruders as they approached. 

When the hands of the clock pointed tu 
12 a deep hush that was more awe-inspiring 
than the display of weapons and the angry 
faces of the men, fell upon the assembiy 

Suddenly the bell spoke again, but this 
time it tolled with measured strokes the 
they were equally guiltless, It had been ex- 
Bignal of the arrival. of the solemn hour 
when they were to carry their resistance 
to the point of defiance of a decree of ex- 
communication. 

The people waited quietly for 20 minutes. 

Then Dr. John Stark, a prominent 
“rebel,” climbed the church steps and ad-

said his conscience was clear and he knew 
Angelus.

THE BISHOP AND HIS. DECREE. 


Bishop Janssen's proclamation which be- 
ednesday declares 
Patriek’s congrega- 
or any other subjects of the diocese 
who by counsel, ‘approval 
or deed should aid the rebellion now exist- 
ing tn St. Patrick's congregation, excom- 
municated from the Roman Catholic 
Church, As the parishoners have in no 
wise receded from their original position 
it may be assumed they have incurred the 
penalty imposed. 

According to the canon laws the “‘rebel- 
lious’’ parishioners of St. Patrick's have 
sustained the severest penalty, namely, that 
of major excommunication. The punish- 
ment is classified as follows: Tolerati, those 
whom the faithful are not bound to avoid; 
non tolerati, those gullty by themselves or 
with others of violence to the Bishop or 
his representatives, and those excommuni- 
cated by name and publicly denounced, with 
whom the faithful are forbidden to hold 
either civil or religious intercourse. St. 
Patrick’s ‘‘contumacious’’ members are sub- 
ject to the first clause, whereas if an at- 
tempt is made to install Father Cluse as 
pastor and resistance is offered then they 
ave rendered themselves liable to what 
may be termed a virtual boycott.

excommunicant, is by that very act himself 
excommunicated. This is called minor ex- 
communication, and deprives the offender of 
the rights to partic ipate in the sacraments 
of the church. 

By inflicting the punishment 
the act  itself—Bishop 
avoided the formality of a trial. 
where the words “shall as will be excom- 
municated” are used, it is incumbent on 
the Bishop to prove his charge before com- 
petent judge. 

If a person dieg under the censure of 
excommunication he is refused a Catholic 
burial, nor may the body be interred in 
consecrated ground.

The philosophy of excommunication is 
summed up as follows: As man by bap- 
tism is made a member of the church 
which there is a communication of all spir- 
itual goods, so by excommunication he is 
cast forth from the church and placed in 
the position of the heathen and the pub- 
lican, and is deprived accordingly of ra- 
ments. sacrifices. sacred offices, benefices 
dignities, ecclesiastical jurisdiction and

French Fishing Vessel. 


THREW A SHELL ON BOARD. 


ONE SAILOR KILLED AND THE 
CRAFT DISABLED. 


Her Captain, Who Had Been Fishing 
in English Waters, Is Under Ar- 
rest at Folkestone, Where 
His Vessel Now Lies. 


FOLKESTONE, England, Aug. 9.—The 
jritish torpedo gunboat Leda this morning 
found a French fishing boat, . the Etol'te de 
Mer. belonging to Boulogne-Sur-Mer, fish- 
ing within. the three-mile limit. The fish- 
erman attempted to escape and did not 
stop when a blank shot was fired. Ths 
Leda then fired a shell, which disabled the 
Etoille de Mer and killed her helmsman. 

The fishing boat was afterwards towed 
to this port with the body of her helmsman 
on deck. 

The arrival of the Etoille de Mer caused 
much excitement, and it fs hoped the re- 
grettable incident will draw attntion to the 
serious inroads made by foreign fishermen 
waters, 
authorities express extreme 
fact that the fishing boat 
disregarded the Leda’s signal to heaves to 
and, in the absence of the official report. 
they assume that the commanaer of the 
Leda only resorted to drastic measures 
when other means were ineffectual. 

The captain of the Etoille de Mer has 
been arrested. 

The incident will assuredly be the subject 
of an international inquiry, but it is not 
probable that serious gomplications will 
grow out of it.

FORCE OF FILIPINOS. 


MANY KILLED AND WOUNDED.. 


Otis Cables That the Casualties 
Were Few on the American 
Side,

WASHINGTON, Aug. 9.—Gen, Otls con- 
firms the report of a battle at San Fernando 
in the folowing cablegram: 

Manila, Aug. 9.—MacArthur, with 4000 
men, attacked insurgent army, 6000 strong, 
concentrated around San Fernando at 6:16 
this morning. At 10 o'clock a. m. he had 
driven it five miles in the direction of Ange- 
les. Casualties few. The attack was or- 
dered for the seventh instant, but rain did 
not permit the movement. The ralhway from 
Angeles north is badly washed by the un- 
precedented floods of the last six weeks 
and beyond the ability of the insurgents to 
repair. CYT IS. 


MANILA, Aug. 9.—After driving back the 
Filipinas from San Férnando the Americans 
covered five miles in the first five hours, 
and at 2 o’clock had advanced six miles 
along the railway, stretching on each side 
of it for two miles and resting at night 
three miles from Angeles, which will be

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WEBSTER GROVES ASSESSOR RE- 
STRAINED FROM COLLECTING. 


ENJOINED BY JUDGE HERZIL. 


Temporary Injunction Stops Matter 
Until the Supreme Court Decides 
That the Suburb Is a City. 


Pursuant to an aplication signed by 9% 
property owners, Judge Rudolph Hirzel of 
the Circuit Court at Clayton, Wednesday 
granted a temporary injunction restraiu- 
ing the city of Webster Groves from bring- 
ing suit to enforce the payment of taxes 
on the applicants’ property. 

The filing of the injunction proceedings 
is equivalent to the declaration of the resi- 
dents of the territory recently annexed to 
Webster Groves that they are determined 
to secede. It is the most important step 
yet taken in the fight that threatens to 
disrupt the pretty suburb. 

Judge Hirzel heard he application of the 
property owners in chambers Wednesday 
morning. The plaintiffs were represented 
by Attorney Charles Reber of Old Orchard. 
A number of property owners appeared 
with him and assisted in presenting to 
Judge Hirzel the alleged outrageous condi- 
tions to which the residents of the newly 
added territory of Webster Groves are 
about to be submitted. Suit has already 
been brought to enforce the payment of 
personal taxes and preparations are under 
way to bring suit on property taxes. 

The bringing of tthe injunction proceed- 
ings is a great surprise to the residents of 
the old city of Webster Groves. 

The property owners who are the plain- 
tiffs in the suit res.de in Old Orchard, Sel- 
ma, Shady Side and Tuxedo. These were 
the places taken in by Webster Groves 
when it became a city of the third class. 
There is a suit now pending in the Supreme 
Court by which the four villages seek to be 
divorced from Webster: Groves 

The prime movers in the injunction pro- 
ceedings are J. D. Wilson, John L. Stanage, 
W. G .Steinecke, the Lucien M. Chipley es- 
tate, John H. Pipkins, M. 8S. Hutton and 
others. The suit is brought directly against 
G. W. Farrington, assessor the city of Web- 
Ster Groves. It is spec.fied that the action 
is to restrain the assessor from bringing 
suits for the collection of delinquent taxes 
levied by the city of Webster Groves 
against the property of the plaintiffs. 

The grounds set forth in the suit are 
that the city of Webster Groves is an il- 
legal corporation. Webster Groves was in- 
corporated by an act of the county seat 
at Clayton in 18%. The plaintiffs in the in- 
junction suit allege that this action was 
invalid. It is averred that the petit.on for 
the incorporation presented to the County 
Court did not contain a majority of the 
names of the taxpayers of the unincorpo- 
rated twns. Further the charge is made 
that the passage of the ordinance by ths 
corporation, extending the |-mits of the city 
s0 as to take in the property og the piain- 
tiffs, was illegal. 

The petitioners pray that Webster Groves 

be restrained from collecting the tax suits 
until it i sdecided by the Supreme Court 
that there exists such a eity. 
The quo warranto proceedings pending in 
the Supreme Court were brought by At- 
torney General Crow and Prosecuting At- 
torney Heidorn of Clayton. The action is 
brought against the prime movers in the 
matter of annexing the new territory and 
is for the purpose of determining the val.d- 
ity of the ordinance on which the act of 
extension is based.

He Was Formerly Manager of All the 
Keeley Institutions in Missouri 
and Illinois. 


William A. McDavid, formerly manager 
of all the Keeley Institutes in Missouri and 
lilinois and until recently at an establish- 
ment in Kirkweod, filed a large bankruptcy 
petition in the United States District Court 
Wednesday morning. 

He gives his HMabilities as $73,807.23, while 
his assets amounting to household goods 
and personal property valued at $%, are 
claimed as exempt from judgment. 

The debts extend over a period of nine 


years. The heaviest creditor is Montgomery 
County Loan and Trust Co. Bank, Hills- 
boro, IIL, to which McDavid owes $14,606.95.

Journalists. 


THEIR PAPER SUPPRESSED. 


SOME OF THE EDITORS SENT TO 
PRISON. 


Two Who Escaped Are Now on the 
Way to Washington to Complain 
of Their Treatment by 
Gen. Ludlow. 


NPW YORK, Aug. 9.—A. Cervantes, edi- 
tor, and Ricardo Arnauto, manager of El 
Reconcentrado, the suppressed Havana 
newspaper, who are on the way to Wash- 
ington to complain of their wrong, have 
issued a joint statement, as follows: 

“El Reconcentrado was in existence long 
before the war between America and Spain 
had begun. Because of the Radical and 
liberty loving policy of the paper the 
Spanish officers thought well to suppress 
the paper, and for a time its regular issues 
ceased. It was only on July 31, and. by or- 
der of Gen. Ludlow of the American Army, 
that the office was finally closed. Fl Recon- 
centrado was an independent organ, whose 
aim was the independence of Cuba, and 
a@* the same time was the only recognized 
organ of the Cuban Army. 

“To-day there is no independence in Cuba, 
and I cannot be led to believe after my 
experience as an editor that the American 
flag floats over the Island of Cuba. In fact, 
many of the inhabitants still think that the 
Spanish emblem floats over Moro Castle. 
They have no reason to know any differ- 
ence. The police of Havana were deathly 
against the principles of the paper and Ra- 
fael Cardenas, the Chief of Police, did his 
utmost to have the paper puppressed be- 
cause certain officers were charged with 
dishonesty. In order that the paper might 
be suppressed the editor and staff were 
threatened with arrest and imprisonment. 
Though the editor and a few members of 
the etaff escaped imprisonment, some of the 
empioyes of the paper were locked up in 
the bastile in Havana for a period of 60 
days, during which time they ‘were com- 
pelled to break stones after the fashion of 
criminals sentenced to a term in Sing Bing. 
About 10 or 12 took refuge in flight and 
are still being sought. Jose <Arnas, an 
American correspondent and a lawyer, took 
hoid of the case of these alleged fugitives 
who were hiding in a house in the suburbs 
of the wf Lawyer Arnag brought the 
condition of affairs to the attention of Gen, 
Ludiow, who told him (Arnas) that it could 
be fixed if the editor and managing editor 
of the paper named would sign a document 
asserting that they would never again 
Write any offensive matter in the columns 
of El Reconcentrado. It ‘was also stipu- 
lated that they should not write anything 
offensive to the authorities. With a com- 
munication formulated in this fashion 
Lawyer Arnas was instructed to go with 
Messrs. Cervantes and <Arnauto to see 
Mayor Perfecto La Coste of Havana, in 
whose presence they were to sign the doc- 
ument. The editor and managing editor 
did as had been directed and it was said 
that on his word of honor Gen. Ludlow 
had declared to the (Mayor of Havana that 
all was settled. 

“On arriving at the City Hall the editor 
and his manager found the place in pos- 
Seasion of the police, who placed them un- 
der arrest. Against this action there was a 
strong rotest entered by Lawyers Arnas 
and Felix Yzenago. The Mayor was being 
attacked daliy in the El Reconcentrado and 
this irritated him so that with the consent 
and approval of Gen. Ludlow it was decided 
to imprison Arnauto and Cervantes for a 
period of days, breaking stone in the 
@treets of Havana." 

“ol. Cervantes is authority for the state- 
ment that this order was issued by Gen. 
Ludiow and that the agreement was of 
such a character that no man of honor 
would affix his signature to it. 

Messrs. Cervantes and Arnauto say they 
entertain no animosity against Gen. Lud- 
low, who was influenced, they think, by 
Mayor La Coste. At present Jose Martos. 
one of the editors, is serving ® days’ im- 

risonment in the Havana Fartrese, while 

Mitor Jose Demora of Pl Guacanayo, 
which was opposed to the methods of the 
Chief of Police, is also serving 60 daye 
in the bastile. 


GOLD FOR CERTIFICATES. 


Heavy Demand Made Under Secretary 
Gage’s Order. 
WAPHINGTON, Aue %.—As Was ex- 
pected by the officials, the demand Monday 
in New York for gold certificates in ex- 
change for gold cotn under Secretary Gage's 
order of last Saturday was very heavy. 
Twenty or more banke were early repre- 
sented at the Unfted States Sub-Treasury 
with requests for the exchange in large 
amounts and Assistant Treasurer Jordan, 
foreseeing his inability to meet, except tn 
part, the business thus thrust upen him 
declined to make any exchanges and so 
notine’ the Treasury officials, fearing, it 
is assumed, that his supply of certificates 
would soon be exhausted. ‘Phe department 
however, wired Mr. Jordan to make the ex- 
change whenever required and in any 
amount and if his stock of certificates 
should run short he woujd be supplied from 

the Bureau of Engraving and Printing.

Then Mrs. Mattas shrieked for help, and 
when the neighbors came they found her 
out in the hall peeking through a crack in 
the door at her IHght-hearted husband.

WOOD MAY GO TO MANILA. 


IN THE PHILIPPINES. 


McKinley Knows the Faults of the 
Present Commander, According 
to the Statement of a Reg- 
ular Army Officer. 


the Post-Dispatch. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 9.—A regular army offi- 
cer, just ffom Washington on his way to 
the Philippines, made the statement to 
friends in Chicago that Otls is to be re- 
lieved from command in the Philippines 
before active operations are resumed in 
the field. According to this officer Gen. 
Arthur MacArthur is President McKinley's 
choice for field commander of the Luzon 
Island campaign. He sa‘d it was generally 
understood by the army men who are near 
the President that Otis is to be relieved 
and that Gen. MacArthur at the end of the 
rainy season will be named in general or- 
ders as the commanding general of the 
American army in the Philippines. It also 
is stated that Major-General Leonard Wood 
will be transferred from Santiago to Man- 
ila to do what he has accomplished in San- 
tilago. 

The officer said: Ps 

“I had a talk with President McKinley 
just before he left Washington for his vaca~ 
tion, and I gathered from what he said 
that none of the new regiments which are 
forming in this country will be sent to 
Manila until they have been thoroughly 
drilled and disciplined. The President does 
not look for active operations in the Phil- 
ippines until the rainy season is over. By 
that thme he hopes to have 10 new regi- 
ments of well-drilled, well-equipped infan- 
try ready to begin an active campaign 
when they disembark from the troopships. 
While there is no doubt that the President 
has much faith if Major-General Otis, it 
a'so is true that he recognizes that Gen. 
Otis is not the man to handle the difficulty. 
l believe he looks upon Gen. MacArthur 
as the man to fill the Ddill,and many of 
the officers around the War Department 
in Washington believe that Gen. MacAr- 
thur will be in command of the troops in 
the fleld when active operations are re- 
sumed. The President did not want Gen. 
Wheeler to go to the Philippines. He told 
the General he was too old, that he had 
won enough laurels to satisfy any reason- 
abie man and that the climate would be 
too much for him. But ‘Fighting Joe’ in- 
sisted, and when at last he got his orders 
he was as happy as a boy with his first 
pair of boots. Gen. Wheeler hopes he will 
serve under Gen. Lawton. He and Lawton 
are great friends, and it is Gen. Wheeler's 
strong desire that he will command a brig- 
ede in Lawton’s division. Both men are 
dashing fighters, and their methods of cam- 
paigning are identical. They will make a 
great team if they get together.”’ 

Officers who have returned from the Phil- 
ippines tell of a pretty race for the vacant 
major-generalship in the regular army be- 
tween ‘‘Scrappy’’ Lawton,as the soldiers ca!] 
the General, and Gen. MacArthur. Each of 
them wants to wear the double-starred 
shoulder straps of the regular army, and 
both are bent on making a record which 
will give them the coveted commission. The 
returned officers say that Gen. Otis is do- 
ing all he can to give Gen. MacArthur op- 
portunities to make a great name for him- 
self. They say he keeps Gen. MacArthur 
in the front as much as possible, and It 
generally understood at Manila that Gen. 
Otis regards Gen. MacArthur as his right- 
hand man. The soldiers are fond of Gen. 
Lawton. They like ‘his dashing style of 
fighting, and his constant presence on the 
firing line, his disregard of personal danger 
and the soldierty picture he presents dash- 
ing along the front on his big black horse 
have conspired to make him the object of 
their affection. The returned soldiers say 
that if it were left to the boys on the firing 
line no one but Gen. Henry W. Lawton 
wou'id command them. Gen. Wheaton, also. 
according to the soldiers’ stories, is a pop- 
ular officer. He has been leading hismen a 
la Funston and has made a record for reck- 
less bravery which has popularized him 
with the men. 

There aiso is talk that the War Depart- 
ment has about decided to organize a ma- 
chine-gun arm of the service. much on je 
lines suggestefi by Lieut. John Parker. who 
cammanded the Gatling gun section of Gen. 
Shafter’s army. The rapid-fire guns are 
said to have been of great value to the 
army in the Philippine campaign, and It is 
reported that orders have been given for 
a number of Gatlings and Colts. Hundreds 
of Kentucky saddle horses have been 
bought for the army in the last few weeks 
and it is said they are to be sent to the 
Philippines. It also is reported that a num- 
ber of Jamaica and Cuban ponies have been 
purchased for similar service.

PRESIDENTS OF BRAZIL AND AB- 
GENTINE MEET. 


NINE DAYS OF FEASTING. 


The Purpose of the Conference Is to 
Curtail Military Expenditures 
of the Republic. 


RIO DE JANEIRO, Aug. 9.—Feasting to 
continue nine days follows the meeting 
here of the President of the Argentine Re- 
public and the Président of Brazil. 

The Argentine squadron, escorting Pres!i- 
dent Roca, has arrived. 

A Brazil squadron went out to receive 
the Argentine warships. The Presiden of 
Brazil, Dr. Ferraz de Campos Salles, on 
board the Rio Chueleo, inside the bay, re- 
ceived President Roca and his suite in the 


presence of the members of the Brazillian 
Cabinet and a number of Brazilian generals 
and Senators. 

As to the political objects of the visit, 
assurances are given to-day by a high 
authority that if an attempt were contem- 
plated to ally Latin America against the 
United States it was bound to prove a fail- 
ure, for Brazil will do nothing to offend 
America, her best customer for her prin- 
cipal products. 

it is even doubtful, according to the same 
authority, whether Argentine will obtain a 
commertial treaty in detriment to the 
United States wheat and flour, as Argentine 
already sells to Brazil twice the amount 
she buys from this country. 

The chief advantage to be derived from 
the visit of the Argentine President is a 
harmonious understanding aiming at a re- 
duction of the military expenses of the 
South American republics.

The majority of the Argentine journala, 
the Impresna excepted, favor the policy of 
disarming the (Seuth American republics 
and of re-establishing, in a peaceful way, 
the ancient union of the River Plata, which 
is supposed to be the intention of the two 
Presidents, Campos Salles end Roca. The 
Impresna strongly opposes the disarmument 
project.

Mr. Richard Croker complains of the attentions paid him by l

CRICKET AND BASEBALL. 


The Veteran Arthur Irwin Compares 
the Two Games. 

“The Americans, as a rule, are inclined 
to look upon cricket as a burlesque. We 
never take it seriously. It seems to us a 
burlesque on baseball. Still there are many 


points in the game that are sclentific, 
though it’s no use explaining them,” says 
Arthur Irwin. 

“il never became interested in the sport 
till I assumed the management of the To- 
ronto team, and was invited to the various 
matches of the local clubs—they call them 
matches, just the same as baseball games 
were known as matches years ago. Then 
1 found that the knack of batting was as 
rare and clever an art or knack as batting 
in baseball. Scvoopin up the ball at a 
certain angle and < ts it in certain terri- 
tory is one of the cleverest points In the 
batting end of cricket. But I also found 
that t itcher was by no means the adept 
that we find in the twirler tn baseball. Dr. 
Grace, the famous’ English cricketer, toid 
me that he met our Mike Kelly at Kensing- 
ton Oval. 

“You know, King Kel went over to Eng- 
land during the winter of 1890, or the year 
after the Spalding trip. and wae introduced 
to Dr. Grace. Kelly picked out one of the 
cricket pitchers and skilled him inthe 
knack of pitching a drop ball. Placing the 
ball in front of the bat and dropping it 
#0 as to puzzie the batsman was the secret 
that Kel’s pitcher tried to solve, and he 
succeeded. A Scotchman of the name of 
Creighton was the pitcher who was taught 
by Kelly, and he became one of the most 
skilled servers of the ball in England. Dr 
Grace could never fully make up h's min 
that the baseball used in our American 
game could be curved. You know Mark 
Baldwin had the doctor contracting stitches 
in the back In reaching for curves, still he 
wae never fully ontinced that such a thing 
as a curve was possible. He will admit. 
however, that baseball {is more scientific 
than cricket as regards batting. base run- 
ning, and, in fact, in every department of 
the game as compared with cricket. But 
he always makes one distinc tion, which Is 


thus: ‘Cricket, me boy,’ he says, ‘is a gen- 
tleman’s game. Purely amateurish, you 
know, while baseball !s for professionals.’ 
It's hard to make the average patron of 
cricket understand that cricket is merely 
child's play as ec mpared with the typical 
sport of Uncle Sam.’

CYCLISTS OF TWO CONTINENTS 
MEET AT MONTREAL THE 9TH, 


THE OUTLAW RIDERS BARRED. 


A Resolution Passed Which Prevents 


Them Taking Part in the Races 
to Be Run in Canada, 


MONTREAL, Aug. 9.—The cycle cham- 
pionship of the world, or rather of the Ia 
A. W. world, will be decided here to-day 
over the board track In Queens Park. 

At the executive meeting of the Interna- 
tional Cycling Association on Tuesday it 
was officially decided to recognize only the 
League of American Wheelmen in the 


United States. 

Paris was selected as the place for the 
world’s meet next year. 

To-day’s programme includes the one- 
mile amateur championship, the one-mile 
novice, the half-mile amateur and the two- 
mile tandem professional. The race of the 
day will be the one-mile amateur cham- 
pionship, and the list of entries includes 
A. J. Cherry of London, who holds the 
English championship; John Caldow, the 
Scotch short-distance champion; Taillon- 
diers, the Parisian sprinter; Goodson, the 
Australian who holds all the amateur rec- 
ords of his country from half a mile to five 
miles; Parl Peabody of Chicago; George 
of South Africa, Ingraham, Moran, Carter, 
Brown and Merrill of the L. A. W. circuit, 
and a number of local men. The race is 
expected to be between Cherry, Talllon- 
diers and Peabody. The same riders are 
entered in the half-mile amateur. 

There are all sorts of bicycle men here 
to-day. Among them are Henry Sturmey, 
secretary of the International Cyclists’ As- 
sociation, who arrived on the Dominion. 
Mr. Sturmey was accompanied by 
Inglis, president and delegate of the. Scot- 
tish assoctation,T. W. J. Britten, delegate of 
the English association; Pa of the racin 
board of France, M. A. Klingelhoefer o 
the Association Des- Seek Athletiques and
